II teatro comico, a play about 
what goes on during theatrical re- 
hearsals, deals with all of the tensions 
and frictions involved in producing a 
commedia dell 'arte play - a form of 
comedy originating in 16th century 
Italy - in 18th century Venice. The 
conflict is not only between rival 
actors, directors and writers, but most 
importantly between the "old" style 
of improvised, "immoral" commedia 
deU'arte and the fixed dialogues of 
the new didactic theatre. 



Carlo Goldoni (1707-1793), 
one of Italy's most important play- 
wrights, was born in Venice. He stud- 
ied law and practiced intermittently, 
but his real interest was drama. He 
discovered that he had a talent for 
comedy and wrote over 250 comic 
plays in Italian, French and the 
Venetian dialect. He was greatly in- 
fluenced by Moliere and the 
commedia deU'arte. His best known 
plays are La Locandiera ( 1 753) and I 
Rusteghi (1760), which provided the 
plot for The School for Fathers. In 
1 762, he undertook to write for the 
Italian theatre in Paris and was at- 
tached to the French court until the 
Revolution. 

II teatro comico will be per- 
formed by Le Maschere Laurenziane 
on Thursday, February 8, at 11:30 
a.m., as well as on February 9, and on 
Saturday, February 10, at 8 p.m. in 
the Alphonse Raymond Auditorium, 
Laurentian University. Admission is 
$2 for the Thursday matinee and $5 
for evening performances. Everyone 
is welcome.

University Holds Student Forum

Wednesday, January 3 1 , a stu- 
dent forum was held in the pub at 
3:00 pm. Student President Patrick 
Leach presided over the meeting, 
which he described as a rare opportu- 
nity for students to reach a captive 
administration. After a roll call was 
taken of all administrators in attend- 
ance, the students were encouraged 
to take the stage. 

The first question raised at the 
meeting asked why students chose 
Laurentian. Most respondents con- 
sidered Laurentian's small student- 
teacher ratio, offering assurance that 
one is "not a number, a major factor. 
However, one student remarked that 
he came for the SP AD program and is 
now unsure if he will remain. An- 
other one remarked that the univer- 
sity was well respected, "five years 
ago". 

The floor was soon focused 
on a more controversial issue: how 
Laurentian can improve. Among; the 
most popular remarks made by stu- 
dents, those which received a round 
of applause, were the poor selection 
of foods available at the Great Hall, 
the limited access of student services 
like the Centre for Academic Writ- 



ing, and the poorpublic relation skills 
of the administration. 

Other student grievances 
voice at the forum included: 

- the reduction of varsity teams 

- no student consultation on adminis- 
trative decisions (like the new logo) 

- the under-representation of Univer- 
sity College Residence (UC) on the 
Board of Governors 

■- poor visibility of the Director of 
Services 

- the desire to develop a distinguished 
speakers series on campus 

- poor services for mature students 

- poor snow removal 

- poor communication between de- 
partments 

- improvements needed to the univer- 
sity's website 

- poorly accessible parking to the 
physical centre 

- unavailable administrators between 
12 and 1 pm 

- need for guides for first-year and 
first-time students 

- need for a centre for academic ad- 
vice 

- necessary improvements in compu- 
ter services 

- poor care in producing transcripts 

- poor choice in courses 



- limited library resources 

- need for M.A. and Ph.D. programs 

- poor graduate assistance from Place- 
ment Centre 

- poor awareness of accessibility for 
students with special needs 

- need for recruitment for qualified 
professors who are leaving 

The administration was only 
able to give immediate responses to 
some of the issues raised. One stu- 
dent asked why there was no Eng- 
lish-language teacher's college on 
campus. University President, Dr. 
Jean Watters remarked that an initia- 
tive had been taken to establish one, 
but was not yet successful. 

Another person asked why 
students were not consulted on sports 
program cuts, when they pay athletic 
fees in their tuition. Dr. Watters took 
responsibility for the decision to cut 
some of the sports teams and further 
stated that he made his decision in 
consultation with student associa- 
tions. 

When the forum closed 
at 4:30, it was clear that students had 
more to say. Another forum has been 
scheduled for February 7th and 10:00 
am in room F-335.

Become President and Vice-Chancellor of the

As a theoretical physicist, he 
works in many areas including bio- 
physics, cosmology, and high-energy 
physics. Dr. Roberge was a member 
of the Sudbury Neutrino Observa- 
tory Collaboration from 1992-1997. 
In recent years, he worked closely 
with the Northeastern Ontario Re- 
gional Cancer Centre in finding inno- 
vative ways for improving the qual- 
ity of radiation-treatment planning 
for breast cancer. 

According to Laurentian Uni- 
versity President Jean Watters, "Dr. 
Roberge greatly contributed to the 
promotion and development of 
French-language programs at the 
University. Since his arrival at Lau- 
rentian, he has displayed incredible 
leadership. Through his long-term 
commitment to Laurentian, Dr.

Book on the Dionne Quintuplets Launched 

Dr. Ga6tan Gervais, Chair of the Department of History at 
Laurentian University has launched a book entitled Les Jumelles 
Dionne et l' Ontario frangais (1934-1944) . 

Although the Dionne quintuplets are the best known Franco- 
Ontarians in history, up until now, no French-Canadian researcher 
had studied their history. In this book, published by Sudbury's Prise 
de parole, Ga6tan Gervais examines the years of government guardi- 
anship, from 1934 to 1944, established to prevent a possible exploi- 
tation of the quintuplets by their parents. Ironically, this guardianship 
allowed the establishment of a vast commercial enterprise that greatly 
benefited the Ontario government as well as Dr. Allan Roy Dafoe, the 
doctor of the quintuplets. 

In Les Jumelles Dionne et V Ontario frangais (J 934- 1 944 ) , Dr. 
Gervais writes that the fight undertaken by the Association canadienne- 
francaise d 'education d'Ontario (French-Canadian Education Asso- 
ciation of Ontario), at the request of the parents, Elzire and Ovila 
Dionne, constitutes in reality one of several battles undertaken by 
Franco-Ontarians to obtain the control of French-language and Catho- 
lic education in their province. The author also questions whether 
measures as dramatic as guardianship, which had never been adopted 
elsewhere in Canada, would have been taken if the family had been 
English-Canadian and Protestant. 

Les Jumelles Dionne etl'On tario frangais (1 934- 1 944) offers 
new insight in a major event in the history of Franco-Ontarians and 
fills a void in historiography. It can be purchased in Sudbury at the 
Laurentian University Bookstore, Editions Prise de parole, and Black 
Cat Too. It sells for $25.

On May fourth 1970, four stu- 
dents at Kent State University were 
shot and killed while a protest was 
being held on campus opposing the 
bombing of Cambodia. 

To me, that story is one of the 
most incredible displays of protest 
and idealism I've ever heard. I read a 
book about the Kent State incident 
over this past summer, and after I was 
finished the book, my head was full 
of ideas of protest and student diso- 
bedience.

OTTAWA SENATORS 

The Senators have had a great 
start to the 2000-2001 season. They 
currently sit atop the Eastern Confer- 
ence with arecord of 29- 1 4-7- 1 . Their 
66 points are good enough to place 
them in fourth place in the entire 
NHL. The Sens have a great combi- 
nation of offense and defense. Led 
by Alexei Yashin, and all-stars Marian 
Hossa and Radck Bonk, the Sens 
have one of the highest scoring 
offenses in the Eastern Conference. 
They also have 5 other players with 
10 or more goals. Goaltender Patrick 
Lalime has also surprised many with 
his play this season. Lalime has 
posted a 21-11-3 record so far this 
season and has a goals against aver- 
age of 2.24 and 4 shutouts. The Sens 
arc looking good to win the division 
for the second straight year. 

VANCOUVER CANUCKS

The next best team in Canada 
is the Edmonton Oilers.

Doug Weight 
leads the league with 46 assists, and 
Ryan Smyth is having a good season 
with 20 goals and 43 points in 55 
games. Many people questioned the 
Oilers' decision to trade Bill Guerin 
to Boston for Anson Carter earlier 
this year. But Anson Carter has 
proved to be a good acquisition so far 
compiling 1 2 goals and 1 2 assists in 
34 games since joining the Oilers. 
Goaltender Tommy Salo has played 
fairly consistently this season with a 
goals against average of 2.45 with 4 
shutouts. The Oilers are used to 
being in this position, they have bat- 
tled for the 7th or 8th playoff spots for 
the past 4 years.

Goaltender Jeff Hackett just returned 
from an injury but has not regained 
his old form yet winning only 3 of his 
1 1 games. Jose Theodore has played 
well in net, but the Habs do not sup- 
ply enough offense to win consist- 
ently. Brian Savage leads the team 
with 1 9 goals and 33 points, but after 
him no one even has 1 2 goals and no 
one else has 30 points. The Habs are 
hoping that under their new owner 
they can turn things around in the 
next couple years. The Canadiens 
are 1 2 points back of the Sabres and 
Buffalo has played 3 less games than 
the Habs. They should start concen- 
trating on the future unless they can 
put together a huge winning streak.

You will get better results in the 
long run. 

So before hitting the weight room or pounding the pavement, next 
time remember, you don't need to feel pain to gain. When exercise is 
prescribed properly, stiffness and pain can be avoided, and you will be 
looking forward to exercise instead of dreading it.

A True Crime Story of Guns and Gangsters

One February evening in 
North Chicago, seven well-dressed 
men were found riddled with bullets 
inside the S.M.C Cartage Co. garage. 
They had been lined up against a 
wall, with their backs to their execu- 
tioners and shot to death. With the 
exception of Dr. Reinhardt H. 
Sch wimmer these men were mobsters 
working under the leadership of gang- 
ster and bootlegger, "Bugs" Moran. 
Within a few seconds, while staring 
at a bare brick wall, these seven men 
had become a part of Valentine's 
Day history: the St. Valentine's Day 
Massacre. 

During the height of prohibi- 
tion and the never-ending competi- 
tion between gangster rivals Al 
"Scarface" Capone and George 
"Bugs" Moran, bloody warfare was 
nothing new to the authorities of Chi- 
cago. However, investigators on the 
scene found the Valentine's Day Mas- 
sacre to be somewhat puzzling. The 
victims were mobsters, with an end- 
less supply of weapons and well 
known capability for brutality. Why 
would they turn their backs and face 
the wall for anyone without putting 
up a fight? That was one of many 
questions to be answered. 

Another question came about 
after an eyewitness gave her account 
of what happened on that night in 
1929. She lived directly across the 
street and had a perfect view of the 
garage. She claimed to have seen two 
uniformed policemen exit the garage 
while escorting two plain clothed men 



who held their hands up in the air, as 
if they were under arrest. Of course, 
this comforted the shaken woman, 
thinking that the loud gun fire that 
she had just heard had been resolved 
and the parties responsible were be- 
ing taken into custody. However, the 
Chicago police had no record of any 
such activity at 2122 Clark Street 
until they arrived on the scene to find 
the horrifying blood bath. 

When it comes to suspects, a 
murder mystery can run the gamut of 
possibilities. In the case of The Val- 
entine's Day Massacre, the person 
with the most motive was not diffi- 
cult to come by. Although he claimed 
to be in Florida at the time of the 
murders, Al Capone was, without 
hesitation, the one and only suspect 
in this infamous crime. Thanks to 
prohibition, Capone had become the 
crime czar of Chicago, running gam- 
bling, prostitution and bootlegging 
rackets while continuously expand- 
ing his territories by getting rid of 
rival gangs. Capones fortune was es- 
timated at $60,000,000. That kind of 
money gave Al Capone one of the 
oldest and most common motives in 
murder mystery history. He had to 
take down "Bugs" Moran at any cost. 
But as one of the leading gangsters in 
Chicago, Moran was not an easy per- 
son to get rid of. So in order to get rid 
of Moran, Capone chose to start at the 
bottom and get rid of Moran 's outfit, 
leaving him defenseless. 

When the bodies were dis- 
covered splattered on the floor of the 
garage, it seemed at first glance, that 



not one single person could have sur- 
vived the force of the attack. How- 
ever, this proved to be untrue, when 
one investigator on the scene found 
Frank Gusenberg lying amongst the 
bloody corpses, breathing heavily and 
choking on his own blood. Immedi- 
ately, the unconscious victim was 
taken to the hospital where investiga- 
tors waited with anticipation for their 
only possible lead to wake up and 
finger the men who were responsi- 
ble. Their greatest fear was that he 
would die before they had the oppor- 
tunity to question him, but eventually 
he did wake. When he was asked for 
the identity of the killer, he simply 
stated "I'm not gonna talk," before he 
laid his head back and died. Without 
Frank Gusenberg's testimony and 
with only a few eye witnesses outside 
the garage, the investigators had to 
return to the scene of the crime and 
try to piece the murder together with 
what information they had. 

After a re-enactment of the 
crime, authorities concluded that the 
two men dressed as policemen en- 
tered the garage and acted as if they 
were police on a routine investiga- 
tion. The Moran outfit automatically 
assumed that they were pol icemen on 
a routine sting. It was obvious that 
they didnt suspect anything question- 
able with the two uniformed killers 
or they certainly would have never 
been killed without a fight. But as it 
was, the mobsters seemed to have 
cooperated with the costumed offic- 
ers and consequently let the fake po- 
licemen disarm them and force them 
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Valentine's Day

up against the wall. As soon as their 
backs were turned, the two men in 
plain clothes entered with guns and 
shot them down. 

Therefore, the eye-witnesses 
were somewhat accurate when they 
claimed to have seen two policemen 
arresting two men. What they had 
actually seen was four brutal mur- 
derers making their cleverly planned 
get away. If a neighbor or neighbors 
looked out after such rapid and ex- 
plosive gunfire, what better way to 
calm their nerves, by letting them 
think that everything was under con- 
trol. And indeed it was under control. 
The mysterious killers drove away 
into the night, long before anyone 
thought to call the police, because 
the neighbors saw from their win- 
dows that the police were already 
there. 

As any mystery lover knows, 
a murder mystery would not be com- 
plete without a clear and well de- 
fined conclusion, but in the case of 
the St. Valentine's Day Massacre, it 
has every element of the mystery, but 



the ending. Al Capone was never 
arrested for the crimes; the mysteri- 
ous gun men were never identified 
and Capone never graced a reader or 
interested member of the public with 
an over dramatic confession. Instead, 
he was blandly indicted for tax eva- 
sion some years later and spent seven 
years in prison only to be released to 
retire in Florida, where he died from 
Syphilis in 1947. 

In many respects, the Valen- 
tine's Day Massacre follows the per- 
fect mystery blueprint up to the end. 
Although Capone never went into 
complete detail on the events of the 
massacre, perhaps he did allude to his 
future plans for that bloody Valen- 
tine's Day in 1929. A few months 
prior to the murders, Al Capone men- 
tioned to a fellow "associate" his plan 
to take down Moran. Capone was told 
by the "associate" that he would have 
to kill a lot of people in order to get to 
"Bugs" Moran. It is rumored that 
Capone replied by simply say ing: "I'll 
send flowers."

Rosalie Bradford's food bingeing started as a child, after problems at 
home: by the time she was 12 years old, she weighed 91 .6 kg. (202 lb.). 
In 1973, when she married herhusband,Bob,she weighed 158.7kg. (350 
lb.), and, nine months later, when she gave birth to her only son, Rob, her 
weight had zoomed to 294.8 kg. (650 lb.) For 10 years, she lived to eat, 
snacking every 1 5 minutes on a diet of one cinnamon bun, four strips of 
bacon, four fried eggs, one bag of potato chips, one block of cheese, one 
large extra cheese pizza, two steak sandwiches, four pieces of fried 
chicken, half a loaf, and two pieces of chocolate cake. All this had a total 
calorie count of 1 1,982 and cost her $1,400 a month. She nearly ate 
herself into an early grave and had to be rushed to hospital in a flatbed 
truck. It was this experience and a phone call from health guru Richard 
Simmons that turned her life around. She reduced her daily intake to 
1 ,200 calories and began to exercise by clapping her hands.

Animation for the Implacable 
University Student

It's Monday night. The home- 
work situation looks grim, and it's 
going to get worse. For some reason, 
you just don't feel up to the task. 
Okay, so how about a movie and 
popcorn? You run down to the local 
Blockbuster to check out the new 
releases. Inevitably, you are disap- 
pointed, having seen enough Holly- 
wood fluff to last you two lifetimes. 
Naturally, you are also not very en- 
thusiastic about a black-and-white 
classic because... well, because it's 
in black and white. The solution to 
your movie crisis: grab an animated 
adventure! 

By now. you are probably 
thinking, "What business does a 
highly educated, pretentious univer- 
sity student like me have with car- 
toons?" None, because you are sup- 
posed to be mature, and, conse- 
quently, unimaginative. Think about 
it — talking animals and dinosaurs — 
it's ridiculous. Disney and Warner 
Brothers make some great stuff, and 
so does 20th Century Fox Anima- 
tion, check out Dinosaur, The Iron 
Giant, and Titan A.E. Animation 
provides an excellent medium with 
which a filmmaker can tell an utterly 
fantastic story. It is such a shame that 
many of us can 't watch animation for 
fear of "losing face" in front of our 
more "mature" peers. 

For those of us who won't 
subscribe to the idea of talking ani- 
mals, (or bearing the brunt of your 
friends' laughter) there's an over- 
abundance of mature-audience ori- 
ented animated films out there; you 
just have to know where to look. For 
an animated feature minus the talking 
elephants and singing giraffes, you 
can visit Comics North for an as- 
tounding variety of Japanese ani- 
mated films, commonly referred to 
as "anime." Yeah, you've probably 
heard all about anime — naked sex 
slaves and aliens with phallic-like 
tentacles, etc [ed. note: animated 1 2- 
year-old girls being impaled by mul- 
tiple gigantic tentacles is the running 
overseas fad]. Yes, that sort of stuff 
exists, but we'll stick to the quality 
titles... for now. 

Princess Mononoke 

First, I recommend Hayao 
Miyazaki's Princess Mononoke, a 
breathtaking action/adventure/ro- 
mance film. This flick debuted in 
North America in 2000, three years 




after its original release in Asia. The 
film was so huge that only Titanic 
managed to topple it, and just by a 
hair. Princess Mononoke tells the 
story of a prince named Ashitaka and 
his journey to lands faraway in search 
of a cure for his a demon-inflicted 
wound. He meets and falls in love 
with a feral girl named San, who 
locals call Princess Mononoke. The 
movie explores the depths of human 
relationships through a great romance 
sub-plot, but the true magic of this 
movie lies in its beautiful exploration 
of man's relationship with nature. 
Gods, in the form of giant animals, 
personify nature; also, the forests truly 
become alive when the tree spirits 
called Kudamas assist Ashitaka on 
his quest. 

Ghost in the Shell 

Mamoru Oshii's phenomenal 
sci-fi masterpiece, Ghost in the Shell, 
relies much more on high visual style 
rather than capable storytelling; in 
fact, the plot and story seem a little 
confusing at times. Nevertheless, 
this movie is hailed as one of the 
greatest science-fiction anime mov- 
ies of all time, and I fervently agree. 
Not only does the movie give the 
audience a fascinating look at an in- 
triguing future Earth filled with won- 
drous technological marvels, but it 
proposes serious philosophical ques- 
tions as well: What defines a living 
being? What is a soul? Like Princess 
Mononoke, Ghost in the Shell is aimed 
at intelligent audiences with real in- 
terests in the human condition, reli- 
gion, and philosophy. Ghost in the 
Shell aims much higher than most 
movies and succeeds profoundly. 
Fans of Blade Runner must see this 




movie. 

The Wings of Honneamise 

One of the first Japanese ani- 
mated movies to receive a widespread 
release in North America, Hiroyuki 
Yamaga's The Wings of Honneamise 
delivers flawlessly in nearly every 
aspect of filmmaking. The movie 
takes place on an alternate/mirror 
universe Earth and describes humani- 
ty 's first fledgling attempts at space 
flight. Here's the beauty of animated 
movies: an entire world can be cre- 
ated, complete with a new history, a 
new brand of technology, and so on 
and so forth. The movie is a mystery; 
only by picking up on small clues 
(like maps of the world) can you 
determine that the Earth is not quite 
the same as ours. I can't remember 
seeing any dates that might indicate 
what year it is. The characters aren't 
quite as interesting as those in other 
anime, but I'm sure this is just aresult 
of a slightly off-kilter English dub. In 
addition, the movie carries strong 
themes amidst its splendid story. The 
Wings of Honneamise has a strong 
sense of what it truly means to be 
human — and that we can lose our 
identity in the events we get caught 
up in. This movie is a sprawling 
work of perfection, and one that 
should be seen by all. 

I could recommend more, such 
as The Angel Cop Collection, Cow- 
boy Bebop, Macross Plus, Ninja 
Scroll, Wicked City, The Castle of 
Cogliostro, and the infamous Akira. 
There are too many to review in such 
a short article. Regardless, Japanese 
animation offers just as diverse a 
selection of genres as regular films. 
Comedy, action, romance, drama — 
it's all there. Now it's up to you to 
take that brave step out of that ac- 
cursed university-like seriousness and 
start experiencing something new.
